of high tension electric wires and these, spitting sheets of blue flame, 
ignited the shattered wreckage of the antique wooden cars.

checked the flames. 


An unofficial explanation of the accident was that an axle on onn 


of the cars had broken and that this had ripped up the outside ih'% 
causing the tram to plunge to the street. 


Amid screams, passengers climbed through broken windows, their 


faces streaming blood.

Two hospitals announced they had one dead and thirteen injured. 
Two dozen ambulances were called to the scene of file wreck and 


bad groat difficulty in making their way through the dense crowd about 
the wrecked cars. Four of the dead were women. The first identified 
dead were Alexander Lowsky and Mrs. Louise Wright, both of Brooklyn. 
Firemen tossed aside their helmets and plunged Into the wreckage, tearing 
at the timbers with their hands, when axes and crow bars coulS not be 
used without endangering the injured. 


The point where the accident occurred is one of 
tne busiest in 


Brooklyn. Atlantic avenue is a transfer point for many surface cars as 
well as the meeting point of subways and elevated lines.

T 
am convinced that they are a small,

will ever be repealed. Details of en- 
forcement policy doubtless 
will 
be 


changed as experience dictates. Fur- 


Federal authorities. It is a singular 
fact that some. States which success- 
fully enforced their own prohibition 
statutes before the eighteenth amend- 
ment was adopted htive latterly gone 
back wards in this regard. 


Communities in which the policy 


was frankly accepted as productive 
of highly beneficial results, and 
in 


which there was no widespread pro- 
test so long as it. was menfely a State 
concern, report thnt since the Federal 
Government, 
became 
In part 
re- 


sponsible there has been n growing 
axlty on the pnrt of State authorities 
about enforcing the law. 
Doubtless 


this Is largely due to n misconceived 
notion, too widely entertained, that 
the Federal Government has actually 
taken over the real 
responsibility. 


The fact is quite-the contrary. 
The 


Federal Government, is not equipped 
with the instrumentalities to make 
enforcement 
locally 
effective. 
It 


does not maintain either a police or 
a judicial establishment, adequate to 
or designed for such a task. If the 
burden of enforcement shall continue 
to be increasingly thrown upon 
the 


Federal Government, it will be neces- 
sary, at large expense, to create 
a 


Federal police authority 
which 
in 


time will Inevitably come to be re- 
garded as an intrusion upon the in- 
terference with the right 
of 
local 


authority to manage local concerns. 
The possibilities of disaster in such a 
situation hardly need to lie suggested. 
Yet it is something that we must 
recognize an among the menaces is 
this .situation. 


The Federal O<~>rnmcnt ought to 


perform. In* connection with the en- 
forcement of this [policy, those func- 
tions which arc obviously within Its 
proper province. These are compli- 
ance In all its aspects as it relates to 
international commerce, the importa- 
tion nnd exportation of liquors, (lie 
collection of Fedcrnl revenue, the pre- 
vention c,r smuggling, and in general 
the enforcement of the lav.- wilhin the 
proper realm of Federal authority. 
But the business of local enforcement, 
by Slates and cities, ought to be in 
the hands of the State 
and 
local 


authorities, and it should be executed 
in all sincerity and goo,i faith, 
as 


other laws are presumed to IIP exe- 
cuted. 


No Relaxation By Government. 
What 1 am saying must not be con- 


ther. I am convinced 
whatever 


sertion of the State rights, it Is an 
abandonment of them; it is an ab- 
dication ; it amounts to a confession 
by the State that it doesn't'choose to 
govern itself but prefers to turn the 
task, or a considerable part of it, 
over to the Federal authority. There 
could be rto more complete negation 
of State rights. 


The National Government has been 


uniformly considerate of the sensi- 
bilities of the States about 
their 


rights and authorities. But when a 
State deliberately refuses to exercise 
the powers which the Consfitntion ex- 
pressly confers on it, it obviously 
commits itself to a policy of nullify- 
ing State authority, the end of which 
we are reluctant to conjecture. , 


The policy of nullification has never 


tlon of hypocrites. There can be no 
issue in this land paramount to that 
of enforcement of the jaw. 


It is easy to understand the con- 


ditions out of which much unrest has 
developed, but it is not easy to com- 
prehend so much 
of 
complacency 


amid a developing peril. I want to 
give warning against that peril. 


Many citizens, not teetotalers 
in 


their habits, lawfully acquired stores 
of private stocks in anticipation of 
prohibition, pending the ratification 
of the amendment and the enactment 
of the regulatory law. Many others 
have had no scruple in seeking sup- 
plies from tiose who vend in (Ipfiance 
of the law. The latter practice 
is 


rather too cosU.y -to be indulged by 
the masses, so there are 
literally 


Anferican millions who.«• resent the 
.lawful possessions of-the few, the law- 
less practices of a few more, and re 
bei against the denial of the vast ma- 
jority. Universal prohibition In the 
United States would occasion far less 
discontent.,than partial prohibition 
and partial Indulgence. 


It is the partial indulgence which 


challenges the majesty of ^w, but 
the greater crime is the. impairment 
of the mpral fiber of the Republic. 
The resentful millions have'the ex- 
ample of law defiance by those who 
can afford to buy, !}nd are reckless 
enough to take the risk, and there is j 
Inculated a contempt for law which ' 
' ,may some day find expression in far 


nore serious form. 
Not Safe For Citizens. 


I do not see how any citizen who 


cherishes the protection of law in or- 
ganized society may feel himself se- 
cure when he himself is the example 
of contempt for law. Clearly there is 
call for awakened conscience 
and 


awakened realization of true self- 
interest on the part. o£ the few who- 
•will themselves suffer 
most 
when 


reverence for law is forgotten 
find 


•passion 4s expressed in destructive 
lawlessness. -Ours must be .a law- 
abiding Republic, and reverfnce and 
obedience must spring from the in- 
fluential and the leaders among men, 
as well as obedience from ^he hum- 
bler citizen, else the temple will col- 
lajjse.
